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More power to campus club patrons

ou get the feeling Gord Squirell has just 

happened into his dream job. He's like you, 
or that person you know, who dreams of some 
day running their own bar and venue for live 
music. 

Squirell is vice-president finance for the 
University of Alberta’s Graduate Student 
Association (GSA), which holds the lease on 
the Power Plant, the main live music club on 
campus. After being closed down for nine 
days in January, the Power Plant recently 
re-opened, with Squirell suddenly thrown 
into a managerial role. 

“I believe we'll make a lot of money,” 
Squirell said. “Basically, I'm doing the work 
that we would have hired the management 
company to do. And I’m doing it for nothing. 
I get paid a stipend as the VP finance, but 
I'm not getting paid for this.” 

The GSA closed the Plant’s doors Jan. 10 
in response to complaints from campus 
security, the U of A’s Housing and Food 
Services, and from patrons of the bar. Those 
complaints dealt mainly with alleged viola- 
tions of university regulations, but also 
involved the Liquor Control Act and the 
quality of service.

GSA president Jay Krushell told See the 
infractions dealt with contraventions of the 
Campus Pub Operating Policy. 

“Basically, the policy states that only stu- 
dents, staff, alumni and their guests are 
allowed on the premises, that minors are 
not to be served alcohol, that the bar is to be 
open within set hours, and that the bar is 
not to overserve customers,” Krushell said. 

Some of those regulations, which were 
reportedly contravened, overlap with laws 
set forth in the Liquor Control Act. 


Business was good 


Alliance Restaurant Consultants Limited 
had been running the Power Plant since last 
January; eight days short of a year at the 
time of the shutdown. Harry Bridges, lawyer 
for the two partners running Alliance, said 
he had not been authorized by his clients to 
comment. 

An unidentified person at the home of one 
of the partners, Troy Dezwart, said neither 
Dezwart nor partner Harp Mundi would be 
willing to comment. 

Squirell says reports he received about 
crowd sizes and sales numbers showed 
business was good. 

“(Alliance is) not out of here because they

weren't making a go of it (financially),” 
Squirell said 

That's in contrast to the previous man- 
agers, Wrightmoor, who gave up after six 
years of running a smaller cafeteria-style 
establishment which competed with various 
similar campus eateries. After they left, the 
GSA invested $170,000 in renovations, 
adding a mezzanine to push capacity to 
about 480 and making it possible to run a 
full-service restaurant. 

That’s why Squirell is optimistic about the 
prospects; seemingly more optimistic, in 
fact, than his superior Jay Krushell. The 
GSA president sang a slightly different tune, 
suggesting the GSA would put bar manage- 
ment up for tenders within six to eight 
weeks. But Krushell didn’t deny the possibil- 
ity of extending the term. 

“There is a chance that we'll make so 
much money on this that we'll want to run it 
ourselves, but it’s a huge time commitment 
for students.” 

Realistically, neither student expects the 
GSA will continue to run the Power Plant. 
Krushell notes he’s had many offers, but has 
told prospective managers to wait for the 
tendering process. 

“The reason (GSA management) won't

likely continue (into next year) is because it 
may work well with this executive, but it 
won't necessarily work with next year's 
executive,” Squirell said. “I'm interested and 
experienced in this kind of thing, but the 
next VP finance might not be. 

“The Power Plant has been run by the 
GSA before. In the early '80s, we'd go 
through years where we'd lose $40,000.” 

Most bar staff members have returned 
after the shutdown. “By the time we re- 
opened the bar, a few of them had found 
jobs elsewhere, but the vast majority came 
back,” Krushell noted. 

Upper management is gone, however. 
Squirell took over as top manager, a former 
bartender was promoted to service manag- 
er, and a former chef is now kitchen manag 
er. Both day and night managers have also 
been hired by the GSA. 

Squirell said prices on all liquor have been 
lowered, bringing them into line with cam- 
pus competitors, and prices on most food 
have also gone down

Unique music from this Edmonton band could propel them to national prominence

po I hate to dwell on the obvi- 
ous, but it’s cold. Cold as hell, as 
they say (usually without relishing 
the oxymoron). And though I won't 
pretend I enjoy chronic frostbite, this 
interminable cold snap has certainly 
managed to reinforce my perception 
that everyone is out to get me, even 
God! 

Ah, the sweet comfort of bitter- 
ness. 

Indeed, my brief hiatus from See 
has been awash with bitterness. I 
took time off to make a film with a 
federal agency (oh, to hell with it, 
with the National Film Board), and 
let’s just say that now all my ori- 
fices are double their normal size.

So Saturday I grinned ironically 
as the imbecilic cold clawed into 
my face and I stumbled through 
the streets to meet up with 
Maracujah.

So I was ignorant as well as 
bitter as I headed to the Grabba- 
jabba by my apartment (where the 
band, quite considerately, agreed 
to meet me; though I was positive 
they were only appearing consid- 
erate in order to trap me into 
something insidious), imagining 
myself falling into the snow and 
watching, helpless, as the cold 
consumed my body like an ocean 
of cockroaches. 

At least it was warm in the cof- 
fee shop. I was late, but “fuck ’em,” 
I thought, and grabbed a coffee. 

All seven members of the band 
were, surprisingly, present and on

time, along with their very able 
manager who immediately orga- 
nized them. I found myself encir- 
cled by a group of friendly, recep- 
tive faces even before I had my 
jacket off. 

It became immediately clear the 
boys of Maracujah weren't your 
typical rock and rollers. That is, 
they looked clean. Also, they 
seemed articulate, and radiated a 
strange positive determination. 
Throughout the interview, I was 
impressed by their intelligence, 
warmth and, above all, profession- 
alism. 

The professionalism comes from 


the fact that each member (Chris- 
tian Mena, vocals; Jeff Hendrick, 
sax/vocals; Peter Frank, guitar/- 
vocals; Mario Allende, percussion; 
Chris Andrew, keyboards; Rubim 
de Teledo, bass; Lyle Molzan, 
drums) has extensive training and 
apprenticeship wanking his instru- 
ment in our bitter little burg. 

In fact, the core of the group 
were once the mighty Devotees 
before falling into this miracle 
called Maracujah. But, oddly, the 
band really began in South Amer- 
ica, where Christian and Rubim 
were knocked out by the manic 
dance music that is the pop music 


of the continent. 

I got happily sucked along as the 
band members excitedly explained 
how they decided to experiment 
with the marriage of the Samba 
with more traditionally western 
music forms (jazz, R&B, punk). 
Perhaps only in Edmonton, they 
mused, could this wild mix come 
together and work successfully. 

And they have been successful. 
Part of the excitement from the 
band comes from the unexpected- 
ly ferocious response they have 
elicited from the often apathetic 
Edmonton public. Fuelled by their 
frenzied stage performance (they

dress in soccer outfits, although 
Christian might take his off if you 
ask), they literally dominated all 
the important rock venues in this 
city and are now starting to do the 
same out of town.

By the end of the interview, I 
was pretty damned convinced 
Maracujah are like a Latin Edmon- 
ton Parliament (y'know, George 
Clinton) and most living things 
short of God.

That being said, their manager 
still has them booked through to 
next year. So if you want to see 
them, you'd better hustle your butt 
out to Hellenic Hall on Friday, 
Feb. 2 which is your next and per- 
haps last chance in a while to see 
Edmonton’s most unique band, 
one which might have a shot at 
national prominence, so you can 
say to your friends, “Man, I saw 
Maracujah with, like, 300 people at 
this hall...” 

I didn’t seem to notice the cold 
as I hurried home to play the demo 
the band gave me. And as I shook 
my mighty ass around the apart- 
ment to the funked-up dance 
grooves, I soaked in the injection 
of tropical benevolence and hoped 
Maracujah could find it within 
themselves to bring to their dance 
music a humanity (along the lines 
of, say, Fela, Sly Stone, P-Funk, 
Bob Marley) that might propel 
them to greatness. e

wo Toronto-based bands, Craw] and gut- 

sonic, came to town recently to play 
People’s as part of a cross-Canada tour togeth- 
er to promote their new CDs. While both 
bands offer slightly different takes on the mod- 
ern heavy/alternative music scene, it was gut- 
sonic, the opening act, that stole the show. 

Fans will get a second look at both bands 
when they return to People’s tonight 
(Thursday). 

Craw] serves up a good dose of in-your- 
face, straight-ahead heavy rock. Though not 
dripping with melody, Crawl does, on occa- 
sion, slip in a sweet harmony or two. But 
they never stray too far from power chords 
and a steady groove, with lead singer Steve 
McFarlane crooning dramatically above it 
all. 

Their performance last week was solid 
and high energy, though McFarlane often 
sounded too much like Cult front-man Ian 
Asbury. Actually, if he just sounded like 
Asbury, it wouldn't be so bad, but much of 
the time he was trying to sound like Asbury. 
McFarlane’s voice is powerful and distinc- 
tive enough; it should stand on its own. 

Stealing what was certainly a difficult 
show to steal that night, with accomplished 
bands like Crawl and the Rainbow Butt 
Monkeys sharing the bill, openers gut-sonic 
delivered nothing less than the most kick- 
ass show seen here in a long time. 
Unfortunately shortened to about 30 min- 
utes by the last-minute addition of RBM

sonic’s set represented a new direction for

The duo has stuck mainly to 
“singer” genres. Folk and country 
allow the singer to take centre 
stage, plying his or her trade above 
a fairly simple harmonic back- 
ground. Both musicians deliver a 
solid vocal performance, honed no 
doubt by their weekend work on 
the country scene. McCormack 
mentions Donovan as an early 
vocal influence, but cites country 
as the genre that taught him, or 
perhaps forced him to learn, how 
to project. 

While highlighting their vocal 
delivery with a variety of interest- 
ing harmonies, McCormack and 
Ward have not neglected the 
instrumental, combining memo- 
rable hooks along with jazzy 
chords and rhythms to spice up 
their tunes. 

The dynamic duo has yet to take 
the act on the road, save for a few 
stops on the Edmonton chittlin’ 
circuit: Mayerthorpe, Edson 
(home town for McCormack) and, 
of course, around the city. 

Though both have been doing 
the weekend country thing for 
some time, McCormack and Ward 
have only been performing as a

Standing out in a band of great musicians 
lead singer Andrew Sanger delivered a truly 
epic performance. He belts it out in the high 
register with power and precision, citing 
Soundgarden’s Chris Cornell and Alice In 
Chains’ Layne Staley as major influences 
With such strain on his voice night after 
night, he was asked about the possibility of 
suffering the same fate as Cornell, who sang 
his throat into seriously bad health, forcing 
him to take time off from touring. Sanger’s 
answer typifies gut-sonic’s approach to their 
music 


Between sips from his bottle of 
Traditional, he explained that serious must- 
cians have to take care of themselves. That 
means eating right and treating your body 
well enough to last. 

This is not to say gut-sonic are a bunch of 
tofu-eating health nuts; they’re musicians. 
But they approach what they are doing seri- 
ously. Such dedication shows on stage in 
relaxed but energetic performances. 

Complex, angry, energetic, and well-exe- 
cuted, gut-sonic is ensuring heavy metal will 
have a life beyond the ’90s. It’s undiscovered 
country and the crew of gut-sonic is leading

Sharon Anderson Bringing It 
Home (Royalty/Liberty) 

Above all, Sharon Anderson's 
second CD Bringing It Home, 
recorded partly in Edmonton’s 
Damon/Soundtrek Studios, is a 
wonderful country album. 





As a songwriter, Anderson's first 
songs were recorded by Laura 
Vinson; since then, Lucille Starr, 
Susan Jacks and, more recently, 
British Columbia vocalist Lisa 
Brokop (who had a hit in 1994 
with the Anderson co-written Give 
Me A Ring Sometime) have padded 
her royalty dues. With her lyrics, 
she poetically captures heartfelt 
feelings that most of us couldn't 
put into words. And Route 99 
shows she can spin a good road 
tune (“I've worn out a set of tires 
on this old Ford of mine. I ain't 
seen hide nor hair, nothing but the 
signs”). 

The Calahoo native is no slouch 
at singing, either. Since relocating 
to Nashville in 1986, Anderson has 
not only been writing, but per- 
forming her way into an appear- 
ance on TV’s Nashville Now and 
opening gigs for the likes of Dan 
Seals, Tracy Lawrence and Tammy 
Wynette. 

She possesses a nearly classic 
country and western voice, at least 
on the more upbeat tunes. She’s 
not quite able to capture the feel- 
ing on the mellower tunes. Instead 
of portraying longing or heart- 
break, Anderson’s voice sounds 
more like she just wants to get 
back to singing the toe-tappin’ 
stuff. The exception is Iron Hand 
in a Velvet Glove, when she puts a 
lot of feeling into a tribute to her 
father. 

The album is chock full of back- 
ing from experienced Nashville 
sessionists (they surely have some 
great pedal steel players in that 
town, future home of whatever pro 
sports team they’re able to get 
their hands on), since much of the 
recording was done there. 

Here lies the rub. Anderson did 
“bring it home” to some degree 
with this CD, doing some of the 
recording with producer R. Harlan 
Smith in Edmonton and releasing 
it with local outfit Royalty 
Records. But that’s as far as it 
went. Bringing It Home is being 
distributed by Nashville’s Liberty 
Records and the songs on it are 
geared toward an American audi- 
ence. 

Don't expect any references to 
an Alberta past, even in songs rem- 
iniscent of childhood, nor any ref- 
erences to driving through snow in 
the biting cold wind of February. 


Comin’ Down With A Heartache, 
and Tennessee Moon.

ritish playwright Terrence 

Frisby always tries to write from 
a source of pain. That’s what gives 
his work, be it drama or comedy, the 
bite that has won him international 
acclaim as one of England's finest 
talents.

fyou're looking for straightforward, narra- 

tive theatre with well-defined characters and 
asimple plot, Connie Gault’s new play 
Otherwise Bob would be a poor theatrical 
choice. 

If, on the other hand, you're seeking visu- 


ally stimulating theatre, rich with archetypal ° 


images that challenge and provoke, 
Northern Light Theatre’s world premiere of 
Otherwise Bob is a sure bet. 

Regina playwright Connie Gault has 
penned a profoundly complex play appeal- 
ing to audiences on a visceral and sub-con- 
scious level. 

Jennifer, played by Marina Stephenson 
Kerr, goes to a used book shop hoping to 
rediscover a favorite childhood author and 


is inexorably drawn into the bizarre world 
of Bob (Brian Linds). Like Alice through the 
looking-glass, Jennifer is led into this surreal 
world by a man who is, in turn, led by his 
right hand. 

We meet Bob’s father Walter (Richard 
Gishler), who is intent on nestling his face in 
a carry bag of rubber balls (a man playing 
with his balls is one of those wonderfully in- 
your-face images that punctuate this piece) 
and singing snatches of his song, Some 
Enchanted Evening. If that’s not strange 
enough, Jennifer is introduced to Bob’s 
mother and her charge, Marie, “a Marie 
(Patricia Casey) is, in fact, frozen and mute 
throughout most of the play, a visible 
reminder of total disassociation and despair. 
Gault’s play deals with themes of fragmenta- 
tion both of memory and of relationship and 
how our splintered psyches desire whole- 
ness. (It’s also a play about taking care of 
those who can't take care of themselves.) In 
powerful memory monologues and dream 
sequences, Jennifer pieces together a world 
where she can co-exist with both her practi-

Guide to cool musical web sites 





career in marketing used to be one of those specialized job 
choices requiring a lot of postsecondary education, smarts, 


wit, charm, blah, blah, blah . . . you know the type. Kinda like an 
accountant without the calculator. No, sorry. I take that back. 
Marketing is not as boring as accounting. 

It was the kind of job I dreamed of having, just before 
jumping off into the real world and landing flat on my face. 
Ten years later, it’s still a dream. But in order to survive the 
past decade, I have been busy doing some other really cool 
things instead, so I have no regrets. 

Now, it seems, anyone can be involved in marketing. 
While it’s still a complex subject and a demanding career on 
a professional level, there are thousands of do-it-yourself 
marketers out there, existing and marketing on the World 
Wide Web. Does this mean my dream can still come true? 
Yeah. In fact, you could say I’m already involved in market- 
ing See Magazine to the world by making it available on the 
Web. And I didn’t even go to school for that. : 

This week’s column takes a look at some local bands with 
a global presence on the World Wide Web. Entertainment is 
probably the most popular subject on the Internet, so bands 
at any level that show the initiative to market themselves 
this way deserve credit. 

God knows the music industry has gone through enough 
changes in the last 20 years (sorry, that’s as far back as I go) 
so why not another one. While there are obviously different 
levels of marketing involved, the Web is allowing those with 
fewer resources to reach an audience previously unavailable 
to them. 

Here are some great local musicians, and marketers, for 
you to check out. 


Having no previous exposure to this Edmonton band, I 
was curious to see how informed I could become from visit- 
ing their Web site. Once I got over the hypnotizing back- 
ground graphics, the content gave me enough insight to 
actually want to go see this band at a live performance. 

The site includes band member bios that although short 
and sweet, somehow gave you a sense of the group’s per- 
sonalities. 

Maybe this was partly due to each member's personal list 
of favorite places on the Web. It’s kinda like looking through 
aperson’s garbage, but more sanitary. The photos were the 
perfect size, not too big, helping to introduce each member 
without bogging down the presentation. 

Tour dates and locations are listed, as well as several 
other Web site links. There are sound files to download 
from their current album and there’s mention of a new 
album this year. There’s an area for reviews but so far it’s 
empty; maybe they'll add this one. 

Overall, this is a cool site. 1 would have liked to see more 
album info: y'know, credits, recording studios used, roadies 
and management if any, favorite foods. Maybe an online fan 
club and gift shop would add a little more interactivity for 
the visitor, although an e-mail address form is provided. I 
was hoping I could obtain their CD online but had to settle 
for a picture of it instead. I'll be back.

The site is well-presented and easy to navigate (lack of in- 
depth content aside). Some graphics look a bit dated, but 
that should be an easy fix (especially as the band is taking a 
breather from performing). An e-mail form is provided for 
more info, as is a subscription form for their fan club letter. 
Cool. I subscribed. 

Captain Tractor

Here’s a local band that's a bit more established (yeah, 
I've heard of these guys before), and at this point have a few 
more Web resources than the others reviewed . This site has 
a professional, polished look with good use of graphics and 
text and a heavy dose of humor, a vital ingredient in my 
mind. 

All their history is there for the taking, as are bios, 
discographies, sound bites, lyrics (yeah, I said lyrics; this I 
like), concert dates (Tractor Crawl), Tractor Boutique (the 
gift shop) which includes an order form for their CDs and 
other paraphernalia, reviews by mostly local media, support 
staff (not quite complete because the band is in New 
Zealand at the moment), a lot of cool links, and a subscrip- 
tion to Captain’s Log. (Breath). 

The Captain Tractor site is well-packaged and the infor- 
mation is up-to-date. Great photography and graphics add to 
the visual look although, once again, I had trouble with the 
backgrounds of some pages. But that’s a minor point. Put 
this one in your book-marks list. This is what all bands 
should be doing on the Internet.

Robert Scott 
Douglas Udell Gallery

yO a Scott comes across as a 
quiet, rational and down-to- 
earth person, which is somewhat of 
a surprise after viewing his chaotic, 
densely-painted, abstract work. 
Scott’s work is a swirling, 
stormy mass of colors on canvas 
open to widely different interpre- 
tations, and that’s the whole point. 
Scott creates images, not scenes. 
To Scott, “You discover the picture 
as you paint. It evolves. You don't 
see the pictures in advance.” The 
end results are abstract in the 
extreme. Maybe a theme of colors 
predominates the work such as the 
cold blues and whites in Silver 
Thaw but, beyond that, it’s art for 
you to interpret. Even the titles of 
the pieces are no indication of 
what the painting holds and are 


just a phrase that relates to the 


painting rather than defining it. 
The first impressions of a piece 


not just because of its size but 
because of the arresting colors and 
the fact anything abstract forces 
you to create your own impres- 
sions. 

Scott uses the paint to add tex- 
ture to his pieces; not just the lines 
of the brush stroke but sculpted 
peaks that rise an inch or so off 
the canvas. It’s difficult to get the 
full impression of Scott’s work 
from a photograph, because this 
thick use of paint is flattened; they 
must be seen first-hand. The shad- 
ows these textures create are part 
of the painting; lighting again 
becomes essential. E 

One the clearest examples of 
this is Blue Rush, which is very 
close to becoming a hanging sculp- 
ture rather than a painting. The 
picture uses a variety of soft grays, 
blues and off-whites to create 
another abstract landscape. The 
remarkable thing about this piece, 
however, is that the paint itself is 
used to create the feel of the 
papery thin walls of a wasp’s nest 
or strands of a spider's web. It's — 
not a picture of perhaps the wall of 
a wasp's nest, but rather the p 
used in the pice) has:
